Hti Hones Claimed by Uoth San Domingo 


and Havana. 


VASIIIXGTOX, July 27—The press of 


San Domingo is urging n, convention of 
the representatives of all the historical 
societies in the world to be held in that 
city in order to discuss and settle definite- 
ly the vexed question of the place where 
rest the earthly remains of Christopher 
Columbus. Havana claims to have the 
only genuine bones, and this is indignant- 
ly denied by the Dominicans, the contest 
raging in the newspapers with as much 
vehemence as the dispute as to the supe- 
riority of two western towns.

Two Men Executed by the Guil- 


lotine in Paris. 


TERRIBLE STRUGGLES OF BtRLAND. 


Disgraceful Scenes Enacted by the Mob 


Which Surrounded the Place of Execu- 
tion—Two Excursion Train, come To- 
gether In France with Frightful Effect 
—Fifty Persona Killed and a Larg« 
Number Injnred—Other Foreign News. 
PARIS, July 27.—Dore and young Ber- 


land. the Courbevoie murderers, were put 
to death at 5 o'clock Monday morning on 
the Place de la Boquette. The scene at 
the guillotine was au exciting an horrible 
one. 
Borland fought the prison guards 


and the executioner's assistants like a de- 
mon, pounding, tearing and scratching 
them every foot of the way from the con- 
demned cell to where the shadow of the 
great knife fell upon the still struggling 
group. Even after the miserable wretch 
had been forced into a recumbent position 
be made furious efforts to break away. 
The united efforts of the three assistants 
were necessary to hold the young mur- 
derer still long enough to permit of the 
executioner doing his duty. When the 
blade finally rushed downward it did so to 
send out of the world one who left it 
shrieking, cursing and struggling to the 
last. Dore submitted quietly to his fate. 


The First Morning: Scenes. 


An enormous crowd gathered in and 


about the Place de la Boquette long be- 
fjre sunrise 
Monday morning; indeed 


many of the depraved throng slept all nigh t 
on the sidewalks and even in the streets, 
in order that they might be certain to see- 
everything possible of the events of the 
day. Three hundred policemen oil foot, 
2oO infantrymen and 100 mounted officers 
surrounded 
the guillotine, 
Dore was 


asleep when the guards entered his cell 
to lead him to the place of execution. 
When awakened he appeared stolid and 
different. 
He thanked the prison officials j 


for the manner in which thoy had treated ' 
him, but turned his back upon the priest 
who attempted to administer spiritual 
consolation. When he arrived upon the 
scaffold of the guillotine, Dore faltered 
and seemed dazed. 
He was promptly 


thrown under the knife and died without 
a movement. 


A Morbid Mob. 


Borland was also asleep when the time 


arrived for him to leave his cell. His 
manner was one of bravado. 
Turning to 


the officers who were waiting for him to 
finish his toilet, be remarked: "There is no 
more card playing for me." He then 
gave expression to his deep resentment at 
his mother being reprieved. 
He walked 


jauntily out of his cell, and maintained 
his air of bravado until he saw the guil- 
lotine.
